Election/Restrictions

comprising micronized clarithromycin. 

Group II, claims 1 and 6-11, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
micronized clarithromycin and one or more rate controlling polymer(s). 

Group III, claim 1, 12, and 13, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
micronized clarithromycin and one or more pharmaceutical^ acceptable excipient(s). 

Group IV, claims 1 and 17-22, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
clarithromycin co-micronized with one or more pharmaceutical inert carrier(s). 

Group V, claims 1, 25, and 26, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
micronized clarithromycin and one or more active ingredient(s). 

Group VI, claims 1 and 27, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising 
micronized clarithromycin and unmicronized clarithromycin. 

Group VII, claims 28-34, drawn to a process for preparing an extended release tablet of 
clarithromycin. 

Group VIII, claims 35-39, drawn to a method of treating a bacterial infection.

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
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technical feature in all groups is a pharmaceutical composition comprising micronized 
clarithromycin. Derwent WPI; AN: 1997-221685 (JP(A)9067247) teaches a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising micronized clarithromycin (see. abstract).
